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75% of Iran 


i votes for 
Bani-Sadr 


TEHRAN, Jan. 28 (Rj — Abolhassan 

Bani-Sadr won a massive 75.7 per cent of the 
vote in Iran’s first presidential election last 
Friday, according to official final results pub- 
lished by the Interior Ministry Monday. 

The major surprise in the final figures, car- 
ried by the official Pars news agency, was die 
much lower turnout than had been predicted. 

The figures showed Bani-Sadr, Finance 
Minister and a member of the ruling 
Revolutionary Council, won 10,709330 
votes out of a total poll of 14,146,622. 

The turnout was roughly two milli on down 
on last month's referendum, which approved 
Iran's strict Islamic constitution. According 
to official estimates, some 22 million people 
are eligible to vote in Iran, suggesting that 
about 64 per cent turned out the presidential 
election. 

Bam-Sadi’s main rival, Admiral Seyed 
A hma d Madam, won 2,224,554 votes, 14.6 
per cent of the poll. No other candidate 
scored more than five per cent 

The candidate supported by much of the 
r uling clergy and ’the pro-clergy Islamic 
Republican Party, Hassan Habibi, won 
674359 votes, 4.8 per cent. 

All the other candidates scored less than 
one per cent.

Admiral Ahmad Madani, the 50-year-old 
former naval commander, said in an inter- 
view Monday he would form a political party 
which he hoped would gain between 50 and 
60 seats in the 270-seat Majlis (National 
Assembly) to be elected at the end of Febru- 
ary. 

“It will be something like a check and con- 
trol on government We are not. against them. 
If ihey are in Line, we will help them. If not, 
we want to construct a kind of opposition,” 
he sard. 

In other developments, Iran's Central 
Bank has asked United States banks, which 
ha\e maintained representative offices here, 
to wind down their operations, banking and 
diplomatic sources said Monday. 

The Central Bank, in a letter to the bank? s 
presidents, set no closedown date. 

Ayatollah Khomeini, recovering in a 
Tehran hospital from a minor heart ailment, 
got out of bed Monday to pose for photo- 
graphers. 

The photographers said afterwards the 
79-year-old Iranian Revolutionary leader 
looked fit and chatted and waved during the 
five- minute photo call.

Agricultural accord signed

JEDDAH, Jan. 28 — Saudi Arabia and 
Denmark have agreed to increase coopera- 
tion in a range of agricultural activities includ- 
ing food production, animal husbandry and 
training. 

The agreement was contained in a 
memorandum of understanding signed Mon- 
day in Riyadh by Agriculture Ministers 
Sheikh Abdul Rahman A1 Sheikh of Saudi 
Arabia and Poul Dalsager of Denmark. It 
stems from an agreement signed five years 
ago and renewed last year in Copenhagen. 

Under terms of the memo, a Danish 
agriculture information expert will study the 
needs of Saudi Arabian agriculture and 
organize a training program to fulfill them. 

The two ministers also agreed to encourage 
private joint ventures for the development of 
agriculture and animal husbandry. Danish 
Turnkey Dairies already is active in dairy 


fanning and mSk processing here. 

Private investors will be encouraged to 
undertake ventures in poultry processing 
plants, dairy farms, feed mills, greenhouses 
and maintenance and service of farm 
machinery. 

Dr. Per Nielsen, sales manager of Turnkey 
Dairies and a member of the D anish delega^ 
tion, told Arab News that Denmark has 
agreed to prepare plans for dairy and poultry 
associations in the Kingdom if the Saudi gov- 
ernment approves. 

“If the Saudi government agreed to carry 
out a program for the development . and 
improvement of animal husbandry in the 
Southern Region of Asir, we will be happy to 
help ” he said. 

The Saudi delegation expressed particular 
interest in taking full advantage of the train- 
ing clauses of the agreement, especially in 
dairy farming and farming. 


Lebanese hijacker surrenders 


BEIRUT, Jan. 28 ( AP) — A 28-year-old 
Lebanese armed with a knife, hijacked a 
Middle East Airlines jetliner Monday and 
demanded investigation to resolve the disap- 
pearance mystery of Imam Moussa Sadr, 
leader of Lebanon's Shitte Muslim sect. The 
plane was commandeered in mid-air during a 
regular flight from Baghdad to Beirut. 

It landed at Beirut airport, where Interior 
Minister Bahij Takieddin and Public Works 
Minister Butros Harb negotiated with the 
hijacker from the control tower. 

After a 90-minute hassle, the hijacker 
released the passengers and crew members 
and gave hims elf up to Lebanese seoirity 
men. 

He alighted from the aircraft, asked to 
meet photographers and reporters and 


demanded permission to address a statement 
to the people of Iran through the Iranian state 
television correspondent. 

No Iranian reporters or cameramen were 
available, and the hijacker accepted to speak 
to “any reporters who can relay my thinking 
to file people of Iran and the (foreign minis- 
ters) Islamic conference (now underway) in 
Pakistan." 

“lam addressing this call and the hijack 
attempt to the entire world” said the 
hijacker, who identified himself as Aii Issa 
from the Southern* Lebanese border town of 
Aitarun.“I only meant to make our voice 
heard. I want all Islamic countries to exert 
themselves and resolve the mystery of the 
disappearance of Imam Moussa Sadr." 
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Resolutions condemn Soviets 


ISLAMABAD, Jan. 28 (AP) — The 
emergency foreign ministers session of the 
Organization of Islamic Conference ( OIQ is 
expected to conclude Monday night with the 
drafting of four resolutions condemning the 
Soviet Union's intervention in Afghanistan, 
an official said. 

Okassim Zahiri, assistant secretary general 
of the Saudi Arabia-based OIC and official 
spokesman for the conference, said that “no 
delegation is against the resolutions con- 
demning the Soviet Union for its aggression 
against Afghanistan.” 

He did not elaborate on the resolutions, 
but said the Soviet Union is condemned by 
Name. 

During the conference, Iran accused the 
United States of paving the way for the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan, saying U.S. 
policies in the region bad given the Kremlin a 
golden opportunity. 

Iranian Deputy Foreign Minister Kakal 
Kharrazi urged Islamic foreign ministers to 
demand the withdrawal of Soviet forces from 
neighboring Afghanistan. 

But he said that the conference, being held 
to discuss the Soviet intervention and other 
issues, should also condemn the planned U.S. 
economic sanctions against Iran over the hold- 
ing of American hostages at the U3. embassy 
in Tehran. 

“The current crisis between Iran and the 
U.S. set the stage for the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan,” he said. 

“This, in the opinion of the Islamic 
Republic (Iran), is nothing but the consequ- 
ence of the treacherous U.S. intervention in 
the region." 

The Iranian official added that the confer- 
ence should protest against the presence of 
Soviet forces on the Iranian border, U.S. and 
Soviet forces in the Indian Ocean and Ameri- 
can use of military bases in the region. 

Kuwait urged the Soviet Union to pull its 
forces out of Afghanistan without delay so 
that the Afghan people could determine their 
political future freely and without foreign 
interference. 

“ We ask the Soviet Union to heed this call, 
which is only right since it is being made by 
countries most of whom have good relations 
with it," Kuwait's foreign minister Sheikh 
Sabah Al- Ahmed Al-Sabah told the Islamic 
Foreign Ministers' com ere ace. 

“The Islamic and international co mmuni ty 
cannot but regard the Soviet military inter- 
vention as interference in Afghanistan's 
internal affairs, because it infringed the peo- 
ple’s rights to determine their political future. 

“The Soviet Union must recognize that its 
intervention would only encourage other 
powers to exploit the situation for their pri- 
vate interests and to create areas of influence 
in Islamic and non-aligned countries.” he 
said. 

Saudi Arabia proposed that the Muslim 
world should use its oil as a weapon to compel 
the Soviet Union to remove its forces from 
Af ghanis tan . 

But Iraq's foreign minister, Saadoun 
Hanuaadi; said later that theconference was 
not Ukely to support the Saudi proposal. 

In Egypt, which has been suspended from 
the Islamic conference because of its peace 


treaty with Israel and so is not attending the 
.Islamabad meeting. President Anwar Sadat 
told Moscow that it would have to reduce 
drastically its diplomatic staff in Cairo. 

He said in an address to Parliament that the 
Soviet staff would have to be cut from 50 to 
seven and all remaining Soviet experts in 
Egypt would have to leave. 

Fresh word on developments in Afghanis- 
tan itself came Monday from Soviet corres- 
pondents who said the Afghan array was 
being forced onto permanent alert by 
saboteurs, who were killing people and des- 
troying bridges and communications in vari- 
ous parts of the country.

At 
mid-morning it was trading around $ 630 an 
ounce in London and Zurich, down from S 
665.50 in London and $ 682 in Zurich at 
Friday’s dose. 

The dollar dosed in moderate trading at 
240.20 yen up from 23930 yen at Friday’s 
dose. 

A source in the Japanese petroleum indus- 
try said Saudi Arabia has notified Japanese 
trading houses and oil distributors of a plan to 


successive Moscow- backed Marxist govern- 
ments in Kabul for two years, “sometimes 
manage to seize a population center or con- 
trol a road."

Diplomats delayed 


TEL AVIV, Jan. 28 (R) — Egypt has 
asked Israel to delay the departure of a dip- 
lomatic team due in Cairo Monday to establ- 
ish the first Israeli embassy in an Arab coun- 
try, government officials said. 

Foreign ministry officials here said they 
received a brief message from the Egyptian 
foreign ministry late Sunday night asking for 
the delay. There was no explanation for the 
request. 

The Israelis said they were contacting 
Cairo to try and clarify when the Israeli dip- 
lomats should arrive in the Egyptian capital. 

The establishment of full diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two former adversaries is 
regarded here as the highlight of normaliza- 
tion of ties between the two countries follow- 
ing the peace treaty they signed last yjear. 


Israel and Egypt formally opened their 
border to road traffic Sunday, but only a few 
dvilians crossed either way. 

Israeli officials Monday played down the 
significance of the confusion Sunday at the 
border crossing, saying that the Israelis and 
foreign tourists who had been refused entry 
into Egypt did not have visas. 

“No Israeli can enter the United States 
without a proper visa." one official told Reu- 
ter. “ Why then should the Egyptians let them 
in without proper documents.” 

Egyptian officials have said that the pace of 
normalization could not be detached from 
progress made in negotiations to grant aut- 
onomy to Palestinians in the Israeli-occupied 
Gaza Strip and West Bank areas. 


Dollar gets second wind 


Carter sends $616b budget 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP) — Pres- 
idenrt Timmy Carter Monday sent Congress a 
1981 budget totaling $ 616 billion. The 
budget proposes major new spending for the 
militar y while putting a partial lid on domestic 
spending, despite Carter’s predictions of 
slu g gish economic growth and high unemp- 
loyment. 

The budget does not include any tax cuts, 
which Carter warned could worsen inflation, 
already projected at 10.4 per cent this year. 
He declared the budget is “prudent and 
responsible" and "will prepare America for 
the new decade." 

It provides for a deficit of $ 16 billion, 
making it the 12tb consecutive budget to 
show red ink. 

diaries L. Schultze, the President’s chief 
economic adviser, said the Carter budget 
foresees a mild recession in 1980. making it 
the first presidential budget ever "to forecast 


a recession.” | The recession! is expected in the 
first half of the year, followed by a slow 
economic recovery continuing through 1981. 

Total spending in the budget is equal to $ 
2,775 for each American , an increase of $ 235 
in per capita spending over fiscal 1 980, for 
which total outlays are estimated at $ 564 
billion. Carter said virtually all of the increase 
is due to inflation. 

The 1981 budget represents a reordering 
of the adminisua don’s priorities, increasing 
defense outlays by $ 153 billion to counter a 
Soviet military buildup and other global tur- 
moil, while proposing overall restraint on 
domestic expenditures to help control infla- 
tion. 

“The uncertain and sometimes hostile 
world we live in requires that we continue to 
build our defense forces," the President said 
in his budget message to Congress. “1 cannot 
ignore the major increases in Soviet military

Though combating inflation is a high prior- 
ity, Carter abandoned his 1976 cam p aign 
pledge to balance the budget. With projected 
revenues of $ 600 billion falling shou of out- 
lays, there is a defid t of $ 16 billion. The 1 980 
defidt is projected at S 40 billion. 

The budget, for the fiscal year beginning 
Oct. 1 , must be approved by Congress, which 
usually makes significant changes. While 
spending is up $ 52 billion over projected 
1980 outlays, the administration said $ 37 
billion of dial is mandated by existing law, 
such as cost-of-living hikes in social security 
benefits.

Minister says gold fever 
simply irrational outburst 


JEDDAH, Jan. 28 — Minister of Finance 
and National Economy Sheikh Muhammad 
Aba Al-Khail said Monday that the recent 
fever of gold speculation seems to have had 
absolutely no foundation in economics. 

Sheikh Muhammad said in a statement to 
Al Riyadh that the main money exchange 
markets were functioning as normal, affected 
by what was happening in the bullion mar- 
kets. 

_ Buying gold in huge quantities was not 
linked to the developments in the Middle 
East, Iran or Afghanistan. It was simple 
speculation rather than a response to the 
political situation, he said. 

Sheikh Muhammad warned against export- 
ing gold, because it will go into the safes of 
European organizations which will resell on 
paper only, and that with restrictions. 

He advised against entering "‘the danger- 
ous game," for its dangers will be revealed 
shortly by the transfer of large sums of money 
abroad in exchange for small amount of gold 
on paper. 

Western sources on various levels have 
claimed that the large demand for gold has 
been caused in the Middle East and 
developments in Iran and Afghanistan, and 
that Arabs were the major buyers. They 
allegedly wished to hold gold instead of 
banknotes, in which they had lost confidence.

Saudia decree 

RIYADH, Jan. 28 (SPA) — Sundays 
Royal Decree amending the statute of Saudia 
was a clarification of the old national airline 
statute. Sheikh Kamel Sindi, the assistant to 
the minister of defense and aviation for civil 
aviation said Monday. 

Under the old system. Saudia was managed 
by a board of directors which included the 
minister of defense and aviation, the presi- 
dent of Civil Aviation, Saudia's director gen- 
eral and representatives of government 
departments as recommended by the defense 
minister.

A court wifi also afford the 
accused of a fair chance to defend himself 
if he feels he was noL guilty. 

[Tie present system is harsh. This . may 
be necessary at times to save people's 
lives. Unfortunately, harshness has 
become the rule and not the exception, 
perhaps unwittingly covering all kinds of 
traffic offenses. The result is that drivers 
are now subject to imprisonment at the 
whim of a traffic policeman or officer, 
whatever the violation. The law should be 
reviewed in the public interest.

JEDDAH, Jan. 28 — Interior Minister 
Prince Naif has issued instructions to punish 
people who house or shelter illegal residems. 

Saleh Al- Salem, assistant deputy minister 
of the interior for passports told Al Jedrnh 
Monday that the new rules provide for 
imprisonment for one to seven days and 
SRI ,000 to SRI0.UU0 fines. The fine differs 
according to the circumstances of each case, 
and imprisonment can be applied in addition, 
to the fine, according to Royal Order No. 
8/2174. 

People who help foreigners obtain resi- 
dence permits, visas or work permits by 
cheating, forgery or bribery will face three to 
six months in jail or a fine of SR2U0 to 
SR60U. Corrupt, people may be fined and 
imprisoned at the same time, and deported if 
they are foreigners. 

According to article 60 of the residence 
permits rules, employers who let their staff 
work independently in business or contract- 
ing face disciplinary measures as frauds. 

People who employ workers under con- 
tract to their sponsor, with the agreement of 
the sponsor, will be fined between SR2.00U 
and SRIO.UOO or spend two to six weeks in 
jail. The punishment may involve both fines 
and imprisonment, depending on the number 
of workers involved. 

Employers whose workers have disap- 
peared should inform the authorities and 
advertise in the newspapers. Otherwise, they 
will be held responsible and punished, as 
above, according to article 61 of the resi- 
dence permits rules and the decision of the 
Council of Ministers No. 826. Their fines are 
deposited for the General Organization of 
Soda! Insurance.

Tunisian security forces 
repulse guerrilla attack

TUNIS, Jan. 28 (R) — . Raiders who 
attacked the Tunisian town of Gafsa Sunday 
were Tunisian migrant workers living in 
Libya, sources dose to Tunisia's Interior 
Ministry said Monday. 

The offidal Tunisian news agency TAP 
reported Sunday that the raiders had crossed 
the border from Algeria to carry out the 
attack in which it said a number of people on 
both sides were killed or wounded. 

The sources Monday put the number of 
raiders at between 25 and 31). 

They said order had been restored in Gafsa 
south west of Tunis, but the industrial center 
was still cut off from the rest of the country by- 
police roadblocks and telephone lines were 
down. 

The TAP report said the raiders arrived in 
cars commandeered near the Algerian bor- 
der 4-0 kilometers west of Gafsa and attacked 
army posts and a police station, raking hos- 
tages. 

It said security forces had driven off the 
attackers, rescued some civilians who had 
been captured, and caught some of the raid- 
ers. 

There were no further details on the iden- 
tity of the raiders or the motive for the attack, 
which occurred on the second anniversary of 
bloody riots during a general strike in 
Tunisia. 

Gafsa is about 3U0 kilometers from Libya, 
which lies to the southeast of Tunisia. 

In Algiers, the government summoned the 
Tunisian ambassador to the foreign office 
and asked for details about the reported 
infiltration across the border. 

Siad Barre 
sworn in 
for six years 

MOGADISHU, Jan. 28 (R) — 
Somalia's President Muhammad Siad 
Barre has been swom in for a six-year 
term after being unanimously re-elected 
by the country s new People's Assembly. 

Siad Barre. who came to power in a 
bloodless military coup in 1 969, was given 
a standing ovation by the 177- member 
parliament of Saturday night's ceremony. 

The parliament was elected last month 
in the first elections for a decade as part of 
what diplomats see as an effort by the 
president to involve Somalis more in the 
running of their country . 

He was due to ask the assembly to 
approve a new government drawing on a 
wider range of people than previously and 
including some non-members of his ruling 
party. 


Algerian officials said they were 
astounded by the report. They told Reuters 
that in the past arms convoys heading for 
Tunisia had been intercepted in Algeria. 

The Algerian news agency said that no 
unusual activity had been noted on the 
Algerian i side of the border recently but 
travelers reported stricter border checks on 
the Tunisian side. 

The first general strike since Tunisia 
gained its independence from France took 
place on Jan. 26. 1978. 

Tunis was engulfed in riots. The death toll 
was officially reported as 5 1 , but independent ' 
sources said it was higher. 

Trade union leader Habib Acftnur was 
blamed for the riots and convicted 1 0 months 
later of trying to overthrow the government 
of life President Habib Bourguiba. Acfaour 
was pardoned last August. 

Qaddafi says U.S. 
to pay dearly for 
its M.E. policy 

BEIRUT, Jan. 28 (R) — The United 
States will “pay dearly for ignoring the Pales- 
tinian people and Arab nation." according to 
Libyan leader Col. Muammar Qaddafi. 

The Libyan news agency Jana said Col. 
Qaddafi was addressing student revolutio- 
nary committees at Benghazi on the normal- 
ization of Egyptian-Israeli relations. 

“America will pay dearly for its alignment 
(with Israel) and ignoring the Palestinian 
people and Arab nation," he said. 

“ Every American should (be made to) feel 
the gravity of what the American government 
has done. This will be the case when the Arab 
nation takes its firm dedsion to cut off oil 
supplies, boycott American industry and 
dose Arab territorial waters and airspace as a 
result of the mistake committed against its 
(American) interests," Qaddafi said. 

Qaddafi said normalization of relations 
between Egypt and Israel was an overt chal- 
lenge to the Egyptiao people, the Arab 
nation and the Palestinians. 

“ We must understand that the Israelis have 
been able through the force of arras to com- 
pel an Arab nation to end the state of war 
with them, asserting their illegal presence 
with armed force." he said. 

Attacking the Camp David .Middle East 
agreements, Qaddafi said; “It was a serious 
precedent that a big power like America 
should sponsor the results of the use of force 
by admitting that the aggressor will not with- 
draw except by dictating his own terms to the 
victim of aggression." 





Linowitz sees hope on autonomy 


CAIRO. Jan. 28 (R) - U.S. Middle 
East envoy Sol Linowjiz has said nor- 
malizing relations between Egypt and 
Israel would help bring progress in negoti- 
ations on autonomy for Palestinians on 
the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip. 

Linowitz, who is also his country's chief 
delegate to the autonomy talks, held a 
90-minute session Sunday with Egyptian 
Prime Minister ,\Iu staph a Khalil on the 

issue. Answering reporters’ questions 
afterward he said the normalization pro- 
cess was a gratifying development. 

“ The furtherance of relations is helpful 
and directly of the overall peace process," 
he declared. 

Khalil said Saturday Egypt had set Feb. 
1 5 as the date for the slate of full normal- 
ization of relations with Israel. 

Unowitz said he discussed with Khalil

BEIRUT. Jan. 28 (R) — Israeli and 
rightist militia gunners Sunday night shel- 
led the South Lebanon town of Nabatiyeh 
and several nearby villages, a spokesman 
for Palestinian commandos and their lef- 
tist allies said in Beirut. 

He said the Israelis and rightists used 
artillery and heavy rockets in what he cal- 
led an indiscriminate attack on the area. 

The spokesman did not mention any 
casualties or damage. 


Earlier Sunday, Israeli jets flew over the 
South Lebanese port of Sidon. drawing 
heavy antiaircraft fire from Palestinian 
and leftist positions, local residents 
reported. 

The spokesman, quoted by the Pales- 
tine news agency Wafa, said later that the 
Israelis and militiamen also fired sporadic 
artillery rounds and rockets at the area 
around Ras Al-Ein, near the southern 
port city of Tyre.

Soviet invasion adds to Zia’s clout 


LAHORE, Jan. 28 (WP) — Pakistani 
President Muhammad Zia Ul-Haq is riding 
the crest these days, dearly relishing being 
courted as the head of die latest bastion 
against Soviet expansion. 

He appears confident, knowing the Soviet 
invasion of neighboring Afghanistan has 
strengthened the hold of his army- run martial 
law regime over this country and giving him 
added clout in his demands for military and 
economic aid from the West. 

Zia told correspondents that a vast major- 
ity of Pakistan’s 75 million people would 
support his military government if he held a 
referendum today. But he also said he does 
not plan to hold elections — postponed twice 
since he seized power in a coup 2Va years ago 
— for several years. 

Western and Pakistani observers of this 
country's political scene have reported sim- 
mering political opposition to Zia's rule. 

“ There's an increasing amount of clandes- 
tine meetings of the political opposition." 
said one Western diplomat. Another noted 
that members of the executed former Prime

The head of 
the PLO's Political Department. Farouk 
Khaddoumi, met Foreign Minister 
George Rallis at the foreign ministry. He 
arrived from Beirut Sunday. 

They were discussing the status of their 
future relations and whether a PLO office 
to be opened in the capital will be d dip- 
lomatic office or an information bureau. 


Khaddoumi said Sunday his visit 
reflected the deep friendship between the 
Palestinians and the Greek, government 
and people. 

Khaddoumi is also expected to discuss 
with Rallis the prospect of a government 
invitation to PLO leader Yasser Arafat to 
visit Greece. Arafat has already been 
invited by the leader of the major opposi- 
tion party, the Panhdlenic Socialist 
Movement, Andreas Papandreou. 


Kuwait ruler gets Carter’s letter 


KUWAIT, Jan. 28 ( R) — The Ruler of 
Kuwait Sheikh Jaber Al- Ahmad Al- 
Sabah has received a letter from President 
Jimmy Carter on the U.S. plan to boycott 
the Olympic Games in Moscow, it has 
been revealed here. 

Minister of State for Cabinet Affairs 
Abdul- Aziz Hussein said after Sunday's 
weekly cabinet meeting that the letter was 
delivered by the U.S. ambassador in 
Kuwait Francois Dickman. 


A spokesman for the U.S. embassy said 
the administration was informing other 
governments of Carter's decision not to 
support sending an Olympic team to Mos- 
cow in retaliation for’ the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan. 

He said he understood Kuwait had 
expressed interest in a boycott even 
before Carter s State of the Union address 
and was consulting with Saudi Arabia on 
the issue. 
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France, India denounc e aggression 


NEW DELHI, Jan. 28- (R) - France and 
India said the use of force in international 
relations and the internal affairs of sovereign 
states was inadmissible. 

The statement was contained in a joint 
declaration by French President Valery Gis- 
card tf Estaing and Indian Premier Indira 
Gandhi after extensive talks here on the 
international situation since the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan. 

They called on all countries lo refrain from 
taking any action which could intensify 
great-power rivalry and bring back the cold 
war. 

The declaration urged all countries "par- 
ticularly the most powerful ones to recognize 
the gravity of the danger and bend all their 
efforts to avert it.” 

D’ Estaing and Gandhi have "decided to 
take all necessary initiatives to defuse the 
present tension and to help create a dimate of 
mutual trust and confidence." 

The declaration said it was necessary to 
create conditions in which independence, 
sovereignty and territorial integrity of all the 
countries was preserved without outside 
interference. 

The two-page document did not name the 
Soviet Union or accuse it of armed interven- 
tion in Afghanistan. 

India and France are also expected to sign a 
joint communique and at least half a dozen 
bilateral economic agreements. 

Questioned later by French journalists 
d' Estaing stressed that Afghanistan was not 
the only seat of tension causing France and 
India concern. 

The dedaration called on all states to 
refrain from "a dangerous arms build-up 
liable to threaten peace and stability in sensi- 
tive regions" — a dear reference to Ameri- 
can plans to supply arms to Pakistan. 

On the two countries’ declared intention to 
try to defuse present tensions, the French 
President said initiatives would be taken at 
the United Nations, but he did not elabo- 
rate. 

He said it was necessary to create condi- 
tions in which there were no foreign forces in 
independent countries arid where the institu- 
tions of a particular nation were such that 
people could express themselves freely. 

Gandhi, who will have talks with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko opt 
month, made no statement after the signing 
ceremony at Rashtrapathi B ha wan { the pres- 
idential palace). . 

The dedaration said Giscard and Gandhi 
had dedded to act "consdous of the spedal 
responsibilities which devolve, in the present 
critical time, ■ j on France and India because 
of their respective polides of detente and 
non-alignment." 

The declaration did not name Afghanistan, 
the Soviet Union, whose troops intervened 
there and the United States also came under 
criticism by Indian leaders for wanting to arm 
Pakistan in the wake of the Afghan interven- 
tion. Bui it expressed concern over renewed 
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powers. "

“1. Any situation arising out of the use of 
force in international relations and interven- 
tion or interference in internal affairs of 
sovereign states is inadmissable.

“4. Respect for and implementation of 
these principles do not prejudice any state s 
legitimate security interests and would, in 
fact, go a long way toward safeguarding 
them.". 

Reporters and photographers were 
allowed to the signing of the declaration in 
three languages — French , English and Hindi 
— in a chandeliered hall of the presidential 
palace whereGiscard and his wife are living. 

The agreements are expected to cover 
bilateral cooperation in such fields as agricul- 
ture, development of natural resources and 
energy sources, science and technology and 
information and culture. India is keen to get 
French Technology in oil prospecting and 
nuclear fuel processing. 

A spokesman said he had no information, 
however, whether France had offered to 
make up make up the of uranium nuclear fuel 
caused by delay of U.S. shipments of fuel to 
the American-built power station near Bom- 
bay.

11 disciplined 
in scandal case 

TOKYO. Jan. 28 (R) - Japans Army 
Chief resigned Monday and 1 1 senior 
defense officials were disciplined in connec- 
tion with the country's biggest peacetime spy 

^Array Chief- of- Staff Ll. Gen. Shigcto 
Nagano stepped down to take responsibility 
for the affair, involing a retired major- 
general who is alleged to have passed secrets 

to Moscow. . 

At the same time the defense agency said it 
had disciplined 1 1 officials, including a 
vice-minister, and three generals. 

The measures ranged from suspension 
from duty' to pay cuts and reprimands. 

Informed sources said the decisions were 
aimed at restoring public confidence in the 
armed forces, following the arrests on Janu- 
ary 18 of former Maj.-Gcn. \ukihisa 
Miyanaga and two intelligence officers on 
suspicion of spying for the Soviet Union. 

Shortly after the arrests. Soviet military 
Attache Col. Yuri Kozlov, left Tokyo for 
Moscow despite a Japanese request to go to 
the Foreign Ministry to answer questions. 

The Soviet Embassy' said Kozlov had to 
return home because his mother was ill. and 
cited diplomatic immunity for his not going to 
the Foreign Ministry. . 

Police have alleged that .Miyanaga received 
classified information from the two intellig- 
ence officers based at the defense agency 
headquarters, and passed it on to Koslov. 

The three men, if charged and convicted, 
could receive maximum jail terms of up to 10 
years. Japan has no specific law to deal with 
traitors. 


SEOUL, Jan. 28 ( AP) - A military Court 
of Appeals Monday upheld a lower army 
court's death sentences against former 
Korean Central Intelligence Chief Kim 
j ae -Kyu and five others in connection with 
the October 26 assassination of President 
Park Chung-hee and five bodyguards. 

The higher court found them guilty ot 
murder for sedition or attempted sedition. 

A five- member panel, led by Lt. Gen. Yun 
Hung-chong, ruled that there were no 
grounds for their appeals. 

The five other defendants were former 
Chief Presidential Secretary Kim Kae-won 
and four KCT A agents. 

The higher court also upheld a three-year 
prison terra for a seventh defendant, also a 
KCIA agent, who was charged with destroy- 
ing evidence by burying pistols used in the 
killings. 

fhe defendants are required to appeal to 
ihe Supreme Court, the nation's highest 
civilian court, within seven days after the con- 
firmation by the martial law commander of 
their sentences. 

They were tried by army courts under the 
martial law that was proclaimed following 
Parks death. 

The military appeals court rejected the 
contention by the defendants that murder for 
sedition charges against them wasn t war- 
ranted and that they should be charged with 
simple murders. 

It refused to accept Kim Jae-Kyu' s conten- 
tion that he killed Park to get rid of dictator- 
ship and not to wrest power from him. 

An eighth defendant, an army colonel, who

Burundi to undergo social restructuring 



BUJUMBURA, Burundi. Jan. 28 (AP) 
— Burundi, one of the poorest countries 
in the world, has decided to regroup its 
huge but scattered population into 
"development villages” , whether it likes it 
or not- 

One of the main reasons for the coun- 
try's underdevelopment is its mountain- 
ous geography and the old tradition of its 
farmers, who form the majority of the 
population, to live in scattered farms. 
Burundi has a population of 4.1 million 
people for 27,832 sq. kms — 148 people 
per sq. kilometer, one of the highest 
densities in Africa. 

“All the country is overcrowded,' 
Burundi President Col. Jean-Baptiste 
Bagaza said at a news conference 
recently .“But a village means develop- 
ment. People will build villages as they 


went to school. 

“They fought against school at the sum 
but rushed into them later. People also 
fought against roads, hospitals and some 
are still against schools. It will be the same 
for villages. People may be against them 
now but we won't be able to cope with the 
demand later.” 

Bagaza added the pace of village 
regrouping will be different for fanners, 
fishermen, mountaineers or valley people. 
He said the program would take at least 
five years. 

The president said wages would not be 
raised and prices would be checked. He 
said a priority project was food self suffi- 
ciency through the draining of swamps. 
The goal is to have two or three crops a 
year instead of the present single one. silos 
and store-houses will also be built.

Then later Alvin Kallicharran and Lawr- 
ence Rowe added to^the swelling total by 
putting on 86 in 71 minutes for the fourth 

wicket 

This stand ended with Rowe caught at the 
wicket cutting Goeff Dymock for 43. 

Kallicharran remained not out 56 with 115 
runs coming in the final two hour session. 

But the partnerships between Richards 
and Greenidge and Kallicharran and Rowe 
were allowed to profit because of Australia’s 
poor fielding. 

Greenidge was dropped by wicket keeper 
Rod Marsh off Dymock when mine and the 
total 25. 

There had been an earlier escape for 
Desmond Haynes who should have been run 
out at seven but a bad return from Alan Bor- 
der at point to Marsh. 

Later in die innings Kallicharran would 
have been run out by yards but for a poor 
return to the bowlers’ end from Dennis Lillee 
at point. 

Richards, although beaten on several occa- 
sions by Lillee early in his inning s, also bad a 
stroke of good fortune, giving Mallett a dif- 
ficult caught and bowled chance at 40.

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REVIVING THE 
‘EASTERN QUESTION’ 

It looks now as if the area, eighty years oa, is back where 
it started. This century began with the Eastern Question, ana 
it looks it will end with it also. Soon we will have a new 
Sykes-Picot agreement to divide the area among the major 
powers — with the difference being that these now are the 
United States and the Soviet Union. 

If it will indeed come to this — and the signs are that we 
are to see an attempted re-run of the age of mandates, protec- 
torates and all kind of blatant interventionism, all of course in 
the name of either "protection of vital interests” or"the quest 
for the warm waters,” — then the question is: who is respons- 
ible? And why is everything that has been built throughout 
this time so vulnerable to such danger? 

It is of course natural for the great powers to have their 
"ambitions " their "Grand Strategies” and“Global Designs.” 
This is part and parcel of being a great power. But what is 
unnatural is that the states of the area still do not seem to 
realize sufficiently the impending danger. They show no signs 
of knowing how to defend their independence by developing 
themselves internally and closing their ranks. 

Instead of doing this, the Arab states persist in their 
divisiveness and quarrelsomeness, in their denial of freedom 
and democracy for their citizens, in their embracing of creeds 
which come from outside and have nothing to do with the 
history and problems of the area. It is no wonder that foreign 
powers assume they can plan for the disposal of the area and 
its wealth without deigning to consult its inhabitants. 

In addition, the problem of the area is compounded by 
the creation of the state of Israel, an armed camp whose main 
task is to ensure that constant wars prevent the area's normal 
development both politically and economically, and to afford 
constant opportunity for foreign meddling and outright inter- 
vention. 

At a time like this it is imperative that the Arab states 
declare their most resolute opposition to any foreign military 
presence on their soil; and that it is they themselves who will 
take on the task of defending their lands and its wealth. They 
must make the world aware that there will be no peace in the 
Middle East, and therefore no respite from the danger of a 
much wider and more devastating conflict, without a just 
solution for the Palestine problem in which the illegal Israeli 
occupation of Arab lands is ended and the rights of the Pales- 
tinian people guaranteed. 


A majority of newspapers 
Monday published banner head- 
lines for the opening of the extra- 
ordinary Islamic Foreign Minis- 
teitf Conference' in Islamabad and 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
Al-FaisaTs statement that the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
took place in utter contempL of 
Islam. The lead stories also quoted 
him as saying that Saudi Arabia, as 
an Islamic state of the Third 
World, cannot but support the 
people of Afghanistan. Al Riyadh 
led with Saudi Arabia's call for a 
total boycon of the puppet regime 
in Kabul, wile Al Yom said that 
President Zia UI Haq of Pakistan 
has urged- the preparation of a 
joint Islamic defense plan. 

In a front-page story, Aijastnh 
reported America’s guarded 
optimism over the election of 
Bani-Sadr as President of the 


Republic of Iran. The newspapers 
highlighted a denial by Minister of 
Finance and National Economy 
Sheikh Muhammad Aba Al-Khail 
that the Gulf states have bought 
huge quantities of gold. He was 
also reported as saying that the 
prices of gold soon would return to 
its normal level. They highlighted 
the Pakistani President's call to 
prepare a joint Islamic defense 
plan to confront the ambitious 
designs of alien powers, while Al 
Medina reportd that differences in 
the conference have diminished 
considerable degree and there is a 
likelihood of unanimity among the 
participants.

Tide running against him, but Kennedy is optimistic

WASHING TON — 

Number two in the polls for the first time in a 
decade, Ted Kennedy is watching helplessly as the 
presidency slips from his grasp. Over dinner on his 
campaign plane last week, however, he assured me 
he still feels "upbeat and hopeful and optimistic 
about this thing." 

What else can he say? We had just visited four 
New England states in 24 hours, an indication of 
Kennedy's own fears that even his family's home- 
land could fail to President Carter in the primaries 
ahead. In two extraordinary months, the Ayatollah 
Khomeini and President Brezhnev have between 
them yanked Carter back from oblivion and made a 
mockery of Kennedy's hereditary daims on the 
White House. 

He calls the present presidential impasse "unique 
in American history." Would he have entered the 
race, had a staff soothsayer foreseen events in Iran 
and Afghanistan? "Oh, sure, rhe reasons for enter- 
ing the race still stand, and in fact have been accen- 
tuated by the failures of foreign policy... 

" There's an obvious and natural concern among 
the American people about the safety of the hos- 
tages. That issue has subsumed the broader debate 
and discussion. But it' s only a matter of time before 
we’ll come to grips with the central domestic issues 
of the campaign — energy, inflation, the economy 
— on all of which I differ sharply from the presi- 
dent. I hope it’ll be sooner rather than later, but I 
think it’s only a matter of time.’’ 

Titne, however, is not on Kennedy’s side. He has 
suffered his first major setback recently at the cau- 
cuses to select Democratic Convention delegates in 
Iowa, the state which hoisted Jimmy Carter from 
nowhere in 1 976. Some months ago, when things 
were looking good, Kennedy rashly called the Iowa 
caucuses "the first real test of strength.” 

The remark looks like backfiring. In the past 
three weeks Kennedy has spent 16 days traveling 
6,000 miles around Iowa, while Carter, pleading 
affairs of state, has sent 30 White House staff "on 
vacation” there and thrilled wavering households 
with chatty presidential phone calls. Kennedy could 
even come third behind Carter and "uncommit- 
ted.*' 

The Carter victory confronted the Senator with a 
painful and very personal truth. Carter's grain 
embargo against Moscow, obviously Impopular in 
so predominantly agricultural a state, has not driven 
Democrats into the waiting arms of Ted Kennedy. 
They have crossed to the Republicans, they have 
stuck with Carter despite it all, or they have simply 
stayed home. In a storm, any port but Kennedy's. 

Why? Because they don't trust him. It all comes 
back to Qiappaquiddick. which, contrary to most 
expectations (both the senator' s and the pollsters'), 
just won t go away. “I stand by my sworn tes- 
timony,” he says, pausing to between mouthfuls of 
crab. "1 wouldn't have gotten into this thing if l 
thought any new evidence could come up to con- 
tradict it.” 


The second remark is particularly heartfelt. Last 
week two major publications, the Washington Star' 
and the Reader 's Digest , came up with what they 
claimed was just such new evidence. The details 
were complex, involving tide tables, shifting land 
masses, and the speed at which cars travel through 
the air after failing off bridges. To the reading 
public, they proved in a vague sort of way that 
Kennedy was still lying. 

I n a fit of anger, he overreacted. For the first time 
in 1 0 years. Kennedy called a press conference to 
rebut Qiappaquiddick accusations, thus ensuring 
they received an even wider hearing. He had a good 
case, but it got lost amid the tide tables, oceanog- 
raphic charts and sworn depositions issued to the 
press. The senator was protesting too much. 

" The interesting thing.” he says aboard the air- 
craft, chewing on his huge cigar, “is that two inves- 
tigating teams have studied this for several months 
and come up with completely conflicting stories. I 
know what happened, and the independent assess- 
ments have substantiated my account. 

“But I think the American people are more 
interested in the issues that vitally affect their lives: 
the high rates of interest, high rates of inflation, the 
failure to develop an effective energy policy, the 
lurching from crisis to crisis in foreign affairs. I think 
the positions on these issues will be the decisive 
ones.” 

You could press him ail night on Qiappaquiddick 
without getting any further. But even having 
allowed him to wriggle off the hook, back on to 
domestic platforms, it is difficult to pin him down to 
any specifics. In interview, as in his stump speeches, 
Kennedy contents himself with bland generalities 
designed to avoid any more Shah-tike gaffes. 

Asked for a foreign policy to rival the “Carter 
Doctrine ” Kennedy is not prepared to go beyond 
“what I believe should be the basic elements of a 
foreign policy.” He then talks unexceptionally 
about restraint, arms limitation, obligations to the 
Third World, and — as a conscious gesture to a 
London newspaper — “the reaffirmation of our 
relationships with our allies.” 

Suddenly he leans forward, as if he'd thought of 
something worth saying. "Let me just say that 
besides the United States and its allies, and besides 
the United States and Third World countries, I 
think that there's an important responsibility for the 
U.S. as a force within the world to try and help 
resolve these, er, you know, disputes.” His voice 
trails away again. 

Campaign audiences are as dismayed as inter- 
locutors by the sight of a Kennedy who appears to 
have given up. Each entry into each ball provokes 
all-American whoops and whistles, a brief whiff of 
Camel oi which momentarily revives the flagging 
spirits of his attendant journalists. They, like the 
audience, then sink back with glazed eyes as the 
candidate' srhetoricfails to scale the nursery slopes. 

His walkabouts, by contrast, are tumultuous — a 
daily 'agony for his secret service detail, 36 of whom, 
several armed with submachine guns, guard the 


man they have codenamed "sunburn.” ft was awe- 
some two weeks ago to watch the ferocity with 
which they overwhelmed three Newark Commun- 
ists who sprayed eggs in the senator's direction. 

Kennedy staff and security men, indeed, out- 
numbered spectators as he made a grand tour that 
morning of the town square of Garemont, New 
Hampshire. "I like books,” he proclaimed, on 
entering the corner bookstore. In Wadleigh's Groc- 
ery he borrowed three bucks from his nephew 
Chris, Bobby s son, to buy some cheese — proof 
that Kennedy, like British Royalty, doesn’t carry 
money. 

During the day he made 1 2 speeches: to small 
groups of enthusiastic party workers, to larger 
gatherings of students and the small-town curious, 
to labor leaders and local newspaper editors. All 
received the same broad homily, and all were 
expected to be swayed more by the presence than 
by any substance that might go with it. 

The indications are that the presence is no longer 
enough. Kennedy takes specific positions only 
when they contradict Carter's. He supports 
increased defense spending, but he opposes the MX 
missile. He opposes deregulation of oil prices, but 
supports a tougher windfall profits tax. When out- 
lining his energy proposals, he himself points out 
that they omit any mention of nuclear power. 

The new position, not surprisingly, was opposi- 


tion to the administration’s talks of boycotting or 
moving the Moscow Olympics. “I think we should 
go out there and beat the Russians on their home 
ground. Let's go there and win more medals.” 

Kennedy's speeches and interviews have also 
confirmed suspicious, previously whispered at one's 
peril, that the man may not share the breadth of his 
brothers' talents. Each appearance offers tiling 
proof that he lacks Jack Kennedy's nimble wits and 
Bobby Kennedy s passionate convictions. 

The senator resists the thesis that recent trends in 
the polls have been as much anti- Kennedy as pro- 
Carter. "No. the debate is taking place at a unique 
time. On the one hand, one is restrained, to the 
extent that a person seeking office could undermine 
the position of the principal negotiator for the 
United Stales. On the other, one does want to see a 
constructive debate and discussion of the issues. 

" You have to strike a balance. T ve tried to. You 
have to be sensitive to all those considerations. I’ve 
tried to be. You have to be responsible. I've tried to 
be. And I think 1 have been.” 

A note of desperation has crept in. Listening to 
him. you are reminded of the image dragged once 
again to the forefront of the American conscious- 
ness last week: That of the senator struggling 
against the tide, being swept out to sea. thinking he 
was going to drown. It is an apt metaphor for his 
present political plight. — tOFNSl 


U.S. pressure angers Japan

TOKYO — 

Japanese leaders are angry with America over 
what they regard as attempts by U.S. Defense Sec- 
retary Harold Brown to press them into a more 
hawkish response to the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

They are especially unreceptive to Brown's sug- 
gestion that Japan significantly increase its defense 
budget, which is limited to $ 10 billion a year by a 
long-standing policy against devoting more than 1 
per cent of GNP to military spending. 

The suggestion was made when Brown stopped 
off in Tokyo on his way home from China. One U.S. 
aide hastily explained that Brown, in his talks with 
Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira, Foreign Minister 
Saburo Okita and Defense Agency Director- 
General Enji Kubota, "did not get into specific 
figures” but merely said "increases over an 
extended period would be appropriate.” 

Kubota reportedly said Japan had finished draft- 
ing this year's defense budget and that it maintained ■ 
“the same relative level as last year.” Defense 
spending would go up by 6.S per cent in actual 
figures or 2 to 3 per cent in real growth — a reflec- 
tion of an equivalent rise in GNP. 

Brown pointedly remineded Japanese leaders of 
increases in American defense spending and 
insisted, said an aide, “that the future of Japan 
should take into account current international cir- 
cumstances,'' notably “Soviet behavior in 


Af ghanis tan." 

However, he appeared to nave abandoned an 
earlier suggestion at a press briefing that Japan 
should raise defense spending by “several tenths of 
a percent” of GNP eadi year — implying annual 
increases of several — hundred million dollars. 

In fact, American sources said after Brown's 
departure that the U.S. official responsible for the 
briefing had confused his decimal points and meant 
to say "several one-hundredths of a percent.” 

Either way, Japanese officials made it dear there 
could be no military cooperation with the U.S. 
beyond their own islands, regardless of what hap- 
pened in Afghanistan. “It is not desirable to form 
such cooperation in the field of military affairs,” 
Foreign Minister Okita said in response to a ques- 
tion about the chances of a tripartite alliance of the 
U.S. Oiina and Japan. 

He cited Japan's constitutional prohibition 
against waging war of any kind and noted that Japan 
had not provided military assistance or arms to any 
foreign country since World War U. 

One of Tokyo's main fears is of provoking the 
Soviet Union into toughening its military stance 
much doser to Japan. "Japan is very anxious about 
its relations with the Soviet Union,” said a military 
source, dting the perennial dispute over four small 
northern Japanese islands overrun by the Russians 
at the end of World War II and occupied now by a 
full Soviet division. — (OFNS) 


saudi press review 


Okie, gave prominence to Iran's 
Bani-Sadr’s call to the U.S. to 
alter its attitude toward Iran to 
pave die way for a solution to the 
hostage problem. 

Among several topics discussed 
in newspaper editorials Monday, 
prominence was given to the 
Isl ama bad conference. Al Riyadh 
said that the easy fall of Afghanis- 
tan was a clear indication of the 
fact that this Islamic state was tom 
by domestic problems and had 
become so weak that it could not 
muster strength for the confronta- 
tion of the treacherous force. The 
paper urged the Islamabad con- 
ference to found new bases for 
relations among the Islamic states, 
so that they can tackle their inter- 
nal problems in such a way that 
any power would have to think 
several times before venturing an 


attack. 

Al Medina expressed resent- 
ment over the attitude of Islamic 
states that did not condemn the 
Soviet military intervention, say- 
ing tht such a negative stance was 
worse than the Soviet action. The 
paper commended the Islamic 
states participating in the 
Islamabad conference for their 
open denunciation of the Soviet 
invasion, and stressed the need for 
adopting collective steps to elimi- 
nate the traces of the Communist 
aggression. It expressed satisfac- 
tion with the Pakistani President's 
call for a collective Islamic 
defense. 

Dealing with the normalization 
of relations between Egypt, and 
Israel, Al Jazirah said that the 
Arabs would never accept the pre- 
sent move of Egypt and Israel. 
The paper described the move as 


“ false” and said that the Muslims 
of the world will never accept the 
Judaization of Jerusalem, whose 
Arab and Islamic character is an 
established fact of history. 

Dwelling on the same subject, 
Al BUad was curious to know the 
purpose of the Egyptian govern- 
ment. It said this action has done a 
disservice to contemporary Arab 
history. The establishment of rela- 
tions with Israel has over- 
shadowed all the efforts of the 
Arabs who, for the past three 
decades, resisted every Zionist 
attempt to compel them to accept 
the 'fail accompli’ imposed by 
Israel. 

The paper described the Egyp- 
tian government’s action as a 
"serious precedent’ in history, 
obliterating all previous struggle 
of the fraternal people of Egypt

JEDDAH — Sinoe its opening three 
oaths ago, the Al Badr Sheraton Hotel has 
sringnished itself with outstanding service, 
rom the parking lots to the Royal Suites the 
jwts emphasis on quality is evident in every 
oiling staff member. 

Fou'ad Fawaz, sales director for the hotel, 
(ins up the staff s attitude. “ We’re trying to 
tft an atmosphere in Jeddah., our personnel 
te always smiling aod giving service. You are 
or guest and we treat you like one. Before 
DU were begging for a room. We are serving 
du and axe looking forward tp having your 
usiness." 

Besides accommodation, the Sheraton 
ffers its guests an array of extras. There are 


spacious lounges for business meetings over 
coffee, international culinary festivals, a 
travel agent and a rent-a-car service. 

On the ground floor, the Okaz Coffee 
Shop, open 24 hours a day, offers a la carte 
dining constantly with a breakfast buffet. 
Outside the coffee shop is a smali newstaad 
and pastry shop which carries both locally 
baked goods and pastries made by the hotel. 

For guests who enjoy the tropical climate 
of Jeddah, the Sheraton has built an outdoor 
swimnnng pool and, for the convenience of 
all its guests, the hotel has designated the 
morning and early afternoons as hours when 
only women can use the pool. Thereafter it is 


and will indude weightlifting, jogging, work- 
out equipment and saunas. These facilities 
will also be available to both men and women 
by the same system of divided hours. 

The hotel provides a babysitting service for 
guests and will help ladies find transport in 
the city. A hotel bus is often available. 

One couple who have lived at the Sheraton 
since the second day it opened, enjoy the 
atmosphere of the hotel. They changed their 
double room several times until they found 
one larger than most rooms of the same 
category. Their only complaint after months 
at the hotel is that the rooms are small but

The laundry service, which employs nearly 
thirty Far Easterners, is impeccable; expen- 
sive but unbeatable. Each shirt is folded and 
individualy wrapped in a cellophane bag. 
Accordion pleats arc perfectly pressed. The 
staff is accustomed to dealing with silks. 

Jeddah’s new international airport is miles 
from the hotel and there is a question as to 
whether this will affect the rates of occu- 
pancy. Foltin says, “Many hotels in Europe 
are 20 or 30 miles from their airports. Cus- 
tomers will insist on our hotel ."In the ftiture, 
Foltin concedes, “competition will be 
stronger. The hotels will have to fight for 
hotel guests.” 

It does not seem that the staff of his hotel 
will have to try much harder. They are ahead 
of their time when it comes to service and 
courtesy which, more than aay other factors, 
bring customers back for a second stay. 

Last year, Foltin and his department heads 
travelled to the Far East to interview 
thousands of employees for the 600 positions 
at the hotel. For every employee they now 
have working here, four were interviewed. 
Those hired first attended an orientation 
program that made sure they were aware of 
the living and working conditions in Saudi 
Arabia before they came. Once they arrived, 
their training continued. 

The staff sees special Sheraton training 
films. Weekly meetings are held to keep the 
staff up to date on the latest policies. In addi- 
tion to frequent quality checks, a tr aining 
team flies to Jeddah twice a year to give train- 
ing d asses. Employees may study Arabic and 
English at the hotel. They also use their own 
full-time barber who keeps them trimmed for 
SRI a cut. 

The pride that the staff takes in its work is 
most dearly reflected in the hotel’s restaur- 
ant. Coral. Service is honed to perfection at 
its tables. Nowhere else in Jeddah does a 
waiter gracefully lay your napkin in your lap, 
or light your choice of the restaurant’s fine 
cigars with cedar wood and present it to you 
on a silver platter. One frequent patron of the 
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Coral said she once saw a waiter drop a plat- 
ter of rice, pause a split-second to compose 
himself, and keep on going as if nothing had 
happened: 

The Coral is much more than service. Ice- 
and-burter sculptures arc made by a Thai 
artist in the kitchen. There are complemen- 
tary appetizers and desserts and. most impor- 
tantly, the restaurant is a showcase for 
astounding culinary 'wizardry. A list of the 
finest Middle East and European cuisine, the 
menu is as overwhelming as a first trip to the 
gold souq: duckling of Bresse. roast prime rib, 
medallions de veau. fresh shrimp from the

Erich Muller has every reason to be proud 
of it as the hotel’s executive chef. He brings to 
the Sheraton a varied background beginning 
with his training in the chefs schools of Swit- 
zerland. which he naturally asserts are the 
best in Europe. He has worked as Lhe head 
chef in several international luxury hotels 
before taking over in Jeddah. He shared with 
Arab News his favorite recipe, the Artichoke

Artichoke Souffle : serves 4 


3 Tablespoons butter 

3 Tablespoons flour 

1 cup scalded milk 

4 eggs 

4 large artichokes; boiled and cooled with 
the hearts removed so that each artichoke is a 
shell 

4 artichoke hearts from above, finely 
chopped 

Make a White Sauce from the butter, flour 
and milk. 

Cool slightly. 

In the meantime, beat the whites of the 
four eggs until stiff. Fold the whites into the 
sauce. Fold in finely chopped artichoke 
hearts. Pour the sauce into each artichoke 
shell, filling each one to just below the rim of 
each shell. 

Bake at 375° for 20 minutes, or until the 
lops of the souffles have browned and have 


gone over the artichoke shell rims an inch or 
so. 

SeTve with Crab Meat Sauce, topped with a 
dab of Lobster Butter. 

Crab Meat Sauce 

• 4 cup fresh cream or milk 

1 teaspoon butter 

1 teaspoon minced onion 

1 ounce crabmeat 

Boil water and milk until thickened. In a 
second pan. saute butter and onions. Add 
crabmeat to second pan, stirring in Cream 
Sauce afterwards. Top with a dab of Lobster 
Butter. 

Lobster Butter 

3 lbs. lobster shells or lobster 

2 carrots, sliced 

2 celery siaulks, chopped 

2 onions, chopped

1 bay leaf 
1 lb. butter 

1 liter water or fish staulk 
Crush lobster or lobster shells. Fry in oil 
with carrots, celery and onions.

Return to pan and boil until most of the water 
has evaporated. Restrain. Chill.

l honeydew melon, cubed 
Vi teaspoon white pepper 
Wi cup milk (cream preferable) 

8 freshly boiled shrimp 
8 sprigs mint 

In a blender, blend melon, salt and milk for 
two minutes. Divide into cups and garnish 
with shrimp and mint sprigs. (Set the shrimp 
on the dish rims so the tails hang out). 


Giving a hootenkack for a pinkletink

NEW YORK — “Ah-choo". goes the 
sneezer. 

“Bless you.” some people respond 

“Gesundheit,” say others. 

“Scat” is the expressed wish of millions of 
Southerners. 

In all cases, the response stems from the 
same superstition: when you sneeze, your 
soul goes out of of your body, and unless you 
are promptly protected, you are possessed by 
demons. (Some of the best political columns 
are written between a sneeze and a blessing.) 

“Gesundheit." the German word for 
“health”, is used five times more than 
“Scat;" a direct order to entering demons. In 
Texas, 19 people say “Gesundheit” to 12 for 
“Scat!”, but in Arkansas, it’s “Scat!” 6 to 1. 

This useful information about how Ameri- 
can English varies from place to place comes 
from preliminary research done by busy ling- 
uists producing the Dictionary of American 
Regional English. DARE is not a book you 
can buy, but is a project that has several of the 
early letters of the alphabet finished, and its 
director hopes to complete its monumental 
work by the end of 1983. 

Professor Frederic Cassidy of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, whose has already been put 
in the league of James (“Caught in the Web 
of Words”) Murray by his Dictionary of 
Jamaican English. 

“Bell pepper” in the South is “green pep- 
per” in the North, and a” fuss" is a bother up 
north but a “fight” down South. For the stan- 
dard command “Turn out the light.” you will 
hear “Cut off’ in the South, “shut off' and 
“Snap off” in the North, and occasionally, 
“Outten the light,” in Pennsylvania and 
South Carolina, probably from Scots influ- 
ence. My own favorite usage — “Douse the 
glim"— is. Professor Cassidy smiles, widely 
remembered. 

The raw data churn up great questions. Is 
“Headache!” used as a warning shout by 
anyone other then mechanics dropping 
wrenches from great heights in Oklahoma? Is 
“hootenkack” used as a verb meaning “to 
talk someone into doing what he doesn 1 1 want 
to do" in any other state than Colorado? Is 
“pinkletink'’ used to describe a tree frog that 
makes that sort of sound except on Martha's 
Vineyard, Massachusetts? 

If you don't give a hootenkack for a pink- 
letink. you're insensitive to the color and 
excitement in our migrating, changing lan- 
guage. DARE is a valuable study of the real 
American tongue, showing how richly inven- 
tive and widely different we are. rhe Ameri- 
can Dialect Society and the University of 
Wisconsin should be saluted for their spon- 
sorship, and DARE is among the most useful 
expend it&res being made by Joe Duffey at 


the National Endowment for the Humanities 
the Mellon Foundation. Bequests are wanted 
from millionaires about to kick the bucket 
(“boot the pair in some areas.) 

1 had lunch with Professor Cassidy recently 
and it is good to know that a great scholar is 
not on the trail of “pop” versus “soda" versus 
“tonic”: “milkshake” versus”frappe” versus 
“cabinet”; and “hoagy” versus“sub" versus 
“hero”. He is scrupulous, but no fussbudget 
(in New york, he is not a “fusspot," and in 
South Carolina, he is not a “fussbox”). 

He questions everything about our spoken 
language. A waiter asked. “Bibb lettuce 
salad? And he said. “Thank you" adding to

his companion, “Who do you suppose Bibb 
was?” 

Anybody knows that : Major John Bibb 
was an American grower of the 1 9th century 
who produced a lettuce with a small head. 
While I'm helping, a loose brick that can be 
tossed is called an “alley apple” in Washing- 
ton. And on the subject of shouts of warning 
for falling objects, let me tell DARE about 
the piano- moving specialist for the Weiss- 
berger Moving and Storage company in New 
York who was known as Look- Out- Bel ow- 
Bemstein. 

As a youngster guarding the short left-field 
fence at Joan of Arc Junior High in Manhat- 
tan. 1 would occasionally sneeze and be bles- 


sed with “Smattagottacoh” by the third 
baseman. For years. 1 though “Smatiagot- 
tacoh” was a Spanish alternative to ■ Gesun- 
dheit" until it dawned on me that what he was 
saying quickly was "What’s the matter, you 
got a cold?" 

When the nation of Colombia was herein 
misspelled "Columbia." 1 ran a correction 
from Liane Gutman of New York, who 
wrote, “Cristobal Colon is the Spanish name 
for Christopher Columbus." However. I mis- 
transcribed her letter to read “Chrisiobul 
Colon." and Miss Gutman, who is proud of 
being the best speller on her block, was pro- 
foundly embarrassed (two r’s. twos’ s) by the 
incorrect “h”.

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China halts circulation 
of all foreign currencies 


PEKING, Jan. 28 (R) — China will soon 
prohibit the circulation of all foreign currency 
within the country and issue foreigners with 
"foreign exchange certificates’ 4 with which to 
buy imported goods, the New China News 
Agency (NCNA) said. 

Confirming a report in Pekings local 
newspaper on Friday, NCNA said, "The 
Bank of China will soon issue foreign 
exchange certificates. 

".As soon as these are issued, all units 
which have been approved to accept foreign 
currency directly will mark prices in renminbi 
(yuan) and accept the certificates rather than 
the currency. 

“Buying and selling of foreign currency at 

black market prices U strictly forbidden. 

"All provinces, municipalities and auton- 
omous regions where foreign currency is now 
in circulation will prohibit its use." 

The move appeared to be an attempt to 
stamp out the use of foreign currency in areas 
such as the southern province of Guangdong, 
where there has been a substantial illegal 
inflow of Hong kong dollars brought by rela- 


tives from the British colony across the bor- 
der. 

At present foreign currencies may be used 
to buy imported goods in a limited number of 
shops at airports and hotels and in special 
tourist stores known as Friendship stores. 

Hie prices for imports are denominated in 
U.S. dollars, Hong Kong dollars, French 
francs, Japanese yen. sterling and other main 
world currencies. But such goods may not be 
bought with the Chinese renminbi, or yuan. 

However, it was not clear exactly how the 
new foreign exchange certificates would 
affect the black market, since a similar system 
has operated in the Soviet Union for many 
years and the black market there has con- 
tinued to flourish. 

A new system of comprehensive exchange 
controls is expected to be announced shortly. 

NCNA said a week ago “the new regula- 
tions will govern all aspects of foreign 
exchange business, including those involving 
individuals, state organs, foreign diplomatic 
missions in China, enterprises owned by 
overseas Chinese and by foreigners and par- 
ticipants in joint ventures,” 


Turkey plans income tax abolition 


ISTANBUL, Jan. 28 (R) — Turkey plans 
to abolish income tax for its lowest paid 
workers, Premier Suleyman Demirel said 
Monday. 

. Defending a package of austerity measures 
introduced on Friday, he told a news confer- 
ence the government would introduce a tax 
reform bill raising taxes on higher income 
groups and excluding workers earning the 
minimum wage. 

The new measures — including big price 


rises on state-made goods and a devaluation 
of the lira averaging 33 per cent — would 
“lead Turkey from darkness to light.” 
Demirel said. 

“If we had not applied the measures, the 
situation would dearly get worse. Inflation 
this year would have reached 180 per cent 
(from nearly 100 per cent now)” 

Demirel said he would hold news confer- 
ences Tuesday : to explain Turkey’s fore- 
ign debt troubles to the nation.

New Panama canal studied 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP) — In an 
effort to spur United States interest in a new 
Panama canal, a U.S. Senator from Alaska 
joined his forces with Japanese businessmen 
in calling for a $25 million feasibility study. 

Senator Mike Graved, a Democrat, and the 
Japanese will visit tho /central American 
country Monday to talk with Panamanian 
officials about setting up a three- nation 
commission to conduct the study, he said. 
The businessmen, in conjunction with their 
government, have shown an interest in 
financing the study, he said. 

He estimated final costat$10- 1 5 billion for 
a new canal west of the present one and bnilt 
so it could accommodate the big tankers that 
cannot squeeze through the current canal. 
The new canal also would operate at sea level 
rather than use the present canal’s tedious 
lock procedure. 

Backing for the project “should be an. 
international financing effort, not just an 
effort by one country" Gravel said. 

But he added that there would be no ques- 
tion about ownership of any new Panama 
canal, a controversial issue culminating in last 
year’s Panama Canal treaties. 

“It’s their canal — they* build it; they’ll 
own it," he said. 

“The United States would benefit, my state 
in particular” said Gravel. He said a new 
canal would be a great help in cutting costs of 
transporting Alaskanoil. 

Shigeo Nagano, president of the Japan 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry, spoke 
for the group of businessmen, saying the 
canal would also be an economic boon for 
their nation. 

Raw materials from America’s Atlantic 
coast, grain from the midwest and cotton 
from the south are only a few of the goods 
that could be sent to Japan more cheaply if 
they could be routed through a new canal. 

Gravel said a number of U.S. government 
departments are now considering the idea of 
the joint study commission; and their 
recommendations are due in two or three 
months? 1 

Nagano said his group met Saturday with 
Commerce Secretary Philip Klutznick and 
other federal officials to discuss a new canal 
and other issues. 


Burundi receives free Japan aid

The last project, for a more 
costly double-track tunnel, was abandoned

Oil found 
in Alaskan 
sea basins 

NEW YORK, Jan. 28 (AP) - Scientist* 
say they have discovered five huge undersea 
basins off Alaska believed to contain major 
petroleum deposits, the Sew York Tima 
reported Sunday. The U.S. Geological Sur- 
vey said the regions are in the outer continen- 
tal shelf, off the western coast erf Alaska in the 
Bering and Chukchi seas. Two of them lie 
beneath waters that are owned, or might be 
claimed by the Soviet Union, thus complicat- 
ing exploitation of those sources, the Times 
said. 

Dr. Charles Masters of the Geological Sur- 
vey was quoted as saying that recent seismic 
exploration work “leads us to believe that the 
areas may have enormous petroleum 
resources” 

One of the areas, the Navarra basin, has 
sediments up to 12,192 meters thick and Mas- 
ten said it is geologically comparable to oil- 
rich areas of the Gulf of Mexico, according to 
die Times. 

However, Masters said that even if oil 
were found soon, it would be years before the 
areas were commercially exploited because 
“production problems will be severe, since 
drilling in these areas would stretch our tech- 
nology to the limit,” the Times quoted him as 
saying. 

This discovery was announced as Ven- 
ezuela’s oil production dipped to 2,287,019 
band* per day in the first 23 days of the new 
year, down 2.9 per cent from the 1979 aver- 
age the ministry of energy and mines 
reported. 

Oil exports for the first 17 days of 1980 
dropped by 14.8 per cent to 1,730,000 bar- 
rels per day, the minis try* s weekly newsletter 
said. 

Venezuelan officials say they hope for an 
average annual production of 2.2 million bar- 
rels per day dazing 1980, or about 6 percent 
lower than in 1979, to conserve oil sources. 

It was not announced when the average 
production figures would be readied.

Afghanistan moves overshadow 


Assad- Gromyko talks in Syria

DAMASCUS, Syria Jan. 28 (AP) — Pres- 
ident Hafez Assad of Syria conferred here 
Monday with visiting Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko. 

Earlier, Gromyko held a second, three- 
hour round of official talks with his Syrian 
counterpart, Abdul Halim Khaddam. The 
Syrian Foreign Minister also participated in 
the meeting between Assad and Gromyko. 

Gromyko’s schedule Monday also 
included a meeting with Palestinian guerrilla 
leader Yasser Arafat. 

The Soviet foreign minister arrived here 


Sunday on a three-day visit that coincided 
with an Islamic foreign ministers conference 
in Islamabad, Pakistan. That conference is 
dealing with the recent Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

Syria is boycotting the Islamabad meeting 
in apparent deference to its Soviet ally. 

Syria, one of Soviet Union’s staunchest 
Arab allies, is making an apparent bid to 
blunt the Muslim world's criticism of tbe 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 

The Soviet foreign minister, who dubbed 
America “the worst enemy of Islam and 


Third World nations” in a toast Sunday, did 
not speak to reporters as he strode 
bareheaded into the presidential palace in the 
winds whipping the Syrian capital. 

Gromyko was s died uled to meet later with 
Arafat. 


So far, Gromyko's visit here has given 
thqSoviets an Arab platform for attacking 
America and countering the negative effects 
of the 41- member Islamic conference organ- 
ization’s meeting in Islamabad, called to dis- 
cuss the Afghanistan invasion. 


Gromyko also accused the United States of 
conducting “an expansionist imperialist pol- 
icy.” 

Speaking at a banquet held in his honor by 
Khaddam, Gromyko said the United States 
had deliberately refrained in the past few 
days from speaking about the American hos- 
tages in Tehran “in order to convince Iran 
that its enemy is the Soviet Union, not the 
United States.” 

Gromyko said Washington was “ spreading 
lies” that the Soviets had theix eyes on a warm 
water port on the Indian Ocean.

Gulf states may make arms 


KUWAIT. Jan. 28 (R) — Gulf coun- 
tries are planning a $ 8 billion anus indus- 
try to produce French Mirage 111 jet 
fighters and Crotale missiles, the Kuwaiti 
newspaper Al -Siyassa said Monday. 

It quoted political sources 3S saying the 
states would set up a joint military indus- 
tries organization in the next few months 
to build a regional defease network. 

French President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing will discuss details of the plan 
with Gulf leaders when he visits the area in 


March, it added. 

The proposed organization would 
replace the Cairo-based Arab Organiza- 
tion for Industrialization, dissolved last 
year because of Egypt’s peace treaty with 
Israel. 


The defunct organization’s capital of 
$ 1 .040 billion was put up by Saudi Arabia, 
Qatar and the United Arab Emirates. 
Egypt provided the facilities and man- 
power. 


Ninth quake rattles N. California 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28 (AP) — 
The ninth sizable earthquake in four days 
rattled the Livermore Valley of Northern 
California but there was no damage or 
injuries, authorities said. 

Scientists warned more quakes can be 
expected in the area, about 45 km east of 
San Francisco. 

Sunday’s tremor registered only 4.0 on 
the Richter scale, not so violent as the 5.6 
quake that shook the area at 6:33 p.m. 
Saturday. 

Mike Browne of the State Office of 
Emergency Services said damage from 
Saturday’s quake was widespread but 
minor, and no injuries were reported. 

The latest quake, which struck, was the 
ninth since Thursday to register at least 
4.0 — inducting six aftershocks that occur- 
red between Thursday afternoon and Fri- 
day morning. In addition, there have been 
about 100 minor jolts. 

Laurence Wells, who was working in a 


railroad tower in Fremont at the time, said 
the Sunday shaker “was quite a bit differ- 
ent.” 

“The one Saturday was a big jolt and 
then shaking” he said. “The Sunday 
morning one was just a rapid shaking from 
start to end andalot shorter than tbe other 
one. It definitely made me jump.*’ 

In the Thursday quake, damage was 
estimated at at least SI million, including 
possible structural damage to a five-story 
reinforced concrete office building. Fol- 
lowing Sunday’s quake, there was no new 
leaking of low-grade radioactive water 
from a tank at die Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratory that leaked for several hours 
after being damaged Thursday. The lab 
works with nuclear weapons. 

The Richter scale measures ground 
motion. Every increase in one number 
means a tenfold increase in magnitude. A 
quake measuring 5 is capable of causing 
considerable damage, 6 severe damage. 


BONN, Jan. 28 (Agencies) — The Mos- 
cow Olympics will go ahead whatever hap- 
pened, one of its chief Soviet organizers has 
said in a West German magazine interview. 

Vladimir Popov, Soviet deputy Olympic 
organization chief, said in an interview with 
the West German news weekly Der Spiegel 
the games would take place without fail. 

He was asked whether the games might be 
unrepresentative if the United States and 
other countries, such as Britain, Communist 
China, Australia and the Netherlands, stayed 
away if Soviet troops stayed in Afghanistan. 

“The games are being held in Moscow on a 
decision of the International Olympic Com- 
mittee. Whether they take place or not.. .does 
not depend on the political mood or the polit- 
ical maneuvering of any officials,” Popov 
said. 

“ We are reckoning with an optimum par- 
ticipation of sportsmen, journalists and 
guests. WhoeveT doesn't want to come just 
doesn't come. 

“The .comments of the IOC and the large 
majority of national Olympic committees 
indicate that we are acting completely cor- 
rectly when we prepare ourselves for the big- 
gest and most representative games yet.” 

Popov said Moscow was preparing the 
games strictly in the Olympic spirit and in 
harmony with the Olympic charter. 

The Soviet Union would remain true to the 
obligations it assumed in 1974 when it 
accepted the task of holding the 1980 games, 
he said. 

Even if the U.S. boycotted the Moscow 
games there was no question of a Soviet 
boycott of the winter games in Lake Placid, 
New York, next month, Popov said. 

In other Olympics news, the Belgian 
Olympic committee Monday announced that 
it will send a team to Moscow. 

Raoul Mollet, chairman of the Belgian 
Olympic Committee, told the president the 
committee board unanimously decided at a 
weekend meeting not to boycott the Moscow 
Olympics. 

In an apparent reference to U.S. President 
Ji mmy Carter' s call for an Olympic boycott if 
the games are not moved from Moscow, the 
board said it regretted that the games were 


being used as a means of pressure. It said the 
boycott was a political decision which was 
forbidden by the Olympic charter and it thus 
decided to participate in the games. 

Carter has called for the games to be 
moved if Soviet troops are not out of 
Afghanistan by Feb. 20. 

In Tokyo, the Japanese government wQl 
wait until Feb. 10 before announcing whether 
Japan should send a team to Moscow chief 
cabinet secretary Masayoshi Ito said Mon- 
day. 

I to told reporters that the government 
decision, to be made before the IOC meets at 
Lake Pladd, would not be binding and a final 
dedsioD would come from the Japan Olympic 
committee. 

The executive committee of Japan's ruling 
Ljberal Democratic party last week recom- 
mended to the government that Japan should 
boycott the Moscow Olympics in protest 
against the Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. 

The majority of French-speaking African 
countries have expressed their desire to com- 
pete in the Moscow Olympic games, but 
“don’t want to hurry to a decision,'' French 
minister of sports Jean-Pie rre Soisson said 
Saturday night. 

He was speaking after a meeting of 18 of 
the 24 members erf the conference of sports 
ministers of the French-speaking nations. 

' He said only Djibouti had expressed the 
wish not to go to Moscow. Most countries 
said they wanted to consult with France 
before making a final decision, he said. 

Soi Son has said that France definitely wQl 
attend the Moscow Olympics. The French 
Olympic committee accepted the formal invi- 
tation from Moscow within 24 hours of 
rechiving it last week. 

Chile will stay away from the Moscow 
Olympics, President Augusto Pinochet said 
Saturday. 

Pinochet told a youth organization meet- 
ing: “Without bowing to dictates from tbe 
superpowers or accepting orders, I have 
recommended the Olympic .committee to 
cancel our athletes' trip to Moscow.” 

Pincocbet’s statement followed the youth 
organization's call for a boycott. 


About a quarter of a century ago in 
Beirut, a horrific murder took place — 
that was at a time when such things were 
news there. The victim was a married 
lady, and the police quickly moved in to 
detain her husband. A short while later, 
the husband was released, and the 
women's two brothers* were arrested and 
charged. They were both soon convicted 
and sentenced. 

The husband’s arrest, it came out later, 
was a trick on the part of the police, with 
the man a willing party, to trap the real 
suspects. 

AU this, however, is in tbe way of intro- 
duction to the real theme. The real point is 
that the man. between his arrest and 
release, was tried and convicted by the 
press before the police had even made a 
statement on the case. From the first 
moment, and without ado, all the papers 
prefaced his name with “ criminal” and 
“murderer” in all their reports. Had this 
happened anywhere else the man would 
have had resort to the law after his release 
to demand suitable compensation or at 
least an apology. But not in Beirut or in 
our lands generally. 

For our press, a man Is usually guilty 
until, and with great reluctance, his inno- 
cence has to be conceded. And even then 
dark hints still persist, and talk goes on of 
how he“gotaway this time” Here in Bri- 
tain, for instance, such attitude is unheard 
of. Let the police catch a murder in tbe act. 


and he is still “helping the police with their 
inquiries” rather than being “arrested for 
the murder” as our press would have it. 

If the trial is referred to in the papers, 
then the man is “the alleged culprit,” no 
matter how strong the case against him 
appears to be. For us, the merest hint of 
police interest in a man in connection with 
a crime is proof of guilt. The trial is taken 
as a mere formality. 

These thoughts came to mind when l 
recently witnessed a trial in die criminal 
courts here — the famous Old Bailey. A 
gang of Latin Americans (I say “gang" 
advisedly since they were all eventually 
convicted.) had established themselves in 
London to help fleece the tourists. Their 
methods, however, being too direct — 
simply grab their bags and run — were 
illegal. The police were on to them for a 
long time, and had built a formidable case. 
There were photos of them in the am, and 
numerous eyewitness accounts. 

It was clear that they did not have a leg 
to stand on. But that did not prevent them 
being called “the alleged” gang in the 
press; and that they were only “helping 
the police with their inquiries”. At tbe 
trial itself, they were given every chance to 
defend themselves, and a valiant attempt 
they made of it too. Tbe court gave them 
the fullest hearing possible, and only then, 
when the case was deemed proved, did 
they get sentenced. And that was the 
proper time for the press to call them 
“thieves.”

Tito removed from intensive care 


BELGRADE, Jan. 28 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Josip Broz Tito has left the intensive 
care unit of the Ljubljana hospital and is 
now in the heart and blood vessels clinic 
there, where medical rehabilitation, 
measures are continuing, his doctors' 
panel announced Monday. 


The 87-year-old Yugoslav leader, who 


had his left leg amputated more than a 
week ago because of circulatory blockade, 
entered the dinic Sunday afternoon, the 
doctors' advisory said, adding that since 
his recovery is progressing normally the 
daily health bulletins will no longer be 
issued. 

The advisory was distributed by tbe 
state news agency Tanjug. 


SEOUL, Jan. 28 (Agencies) — South 
Korea will deliver a letter to North Korea 
Tuesday at Panmunjom in response to North 
Korea's latest proposal for a angle Korean 
Olympic team for the Moscow games, a Seoul 
spokesman said Monday. 

The letteT is from Park Chong- Kyu, chair- 
man of tbe South Korean National Olympic 
Committee, to his North Korean counter- 
part, Kim Yu- Sun, the spokesman said. 

After South Korea rejected as technically 
impracticable an earlier North Korean prop- 
osal for forming a single Olympic team, 


North Korea in a letter delivered on Jan. 21 
proposed a meeting of sports officials from 
both sides at Panmunjom for Feb, 1 on the 
subject. 

Informed sports sources here believed that 
South Korea was likely to propose sports 
exchanges between the two tides, rejecting 
the single team proposal. 

South Korean sources earlier said that it 
was too late to form a single team for the July 
Moscow games, and thus they believed the 
North Korean proposal was primarily for 
propaganda purposes. 


SALISBURY, Jan. 28 (AP) - A British 
Royal Air Force Hercules airplane Monday 
flew to neighboring Mozambique to bring 
back to Salisbury dissident officials and milit- 
ary commanders of guerrilla leader Robert 
Mugabe’s ZANU (PF) who have been 
detained for up to four years. 

The 7 1 dissidents, including former mem- 
bers of the central committee of the Zim- 
babwe African National Union (Patriotic 
Front faction), are expected to join other 
political parties to fight Mugabe’ s candidates 
at February 27-29 elections, nationalist 
sources said. 

Their release from detention in parts erf 
northeast Mozambique for allegedly plotting 
to overthrow Mugabe was promised last 
week after tripartite talks between British, 
Mozambique and ZANU (PF) officials here 
and in Maputo. 

The British Caretaker Governor of 
Rhodesia, Lord Christopher Soames, with- 
held authority for Mugabe to return here 
until assurances were given that the dissi- 
dents be freed. 

The British-sponsored Lancaster House 
talks that last month spawned a constitutional 
settlement and peace treaty after seven years’ 
war demanded the release of all political 
prisoners as a prelude to elections. 

Three of the detainees have been regis- 
tered as candidates for elections by former 
ZANU (PF) New York representative 
Michael Mawema's National Front for Zim- 
babwe party. 

And the founder of Mugabe's party, the 
Rev. Ndabaningi Sitbole, president of the 
moderate internal ZANU, has vowed some 
of his candidates will stand down to allow 
some of the detainees to fight elections in 
their place. 

The dissidents include former officials of 
the ZANU (PF) central committee, three 
military chiefs from the ZANU (PF) high 
command and seven members of a defunct 
military committee comprising both 
Mugabe's party and tile Patriotic Front of 
Joshua Nkomo.

Ships , fighter planes form Carter’s ‘containment’ wall 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (R) — President 
Jimmy Carter, unveiling plans to spend a 
thousand billion dollars on defease over the 
next five years, said Monday U.S. forces must 
be increased to contain Soviet “aggression” 
and assure America's future security. 

Carter’s proposal revived memories of the 
cold war era, when the late Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles espoused a strategy of 
“containment” toward the Soviet Union. 

The President’s immediate move was to 
boost the defense budget by$ 15.3 billion to$ 
142.7 billion in the finandal year beginning 
next October. 

.e proposed the construction of 1/ new 
ships, inducting the first two of a new dass of 
floating depot vessels which would keep 
combat supplies near such trouble spots as 
the Gulf. 

A new plane called the CX would be 
designed to fly troops to link with the pre-- 
positioned supply ships. . 

The 1981 defense budget, together with 
this year's budget and the spending plans for 
1982-85, would involve expenditures total- 
ling $ 1,040 billion. 

Much of the budget was developed in 


December before Soviet troops moved into 
Afghanistan, but by then the Iranian crisis 
had already forced the administration to try 
to improve its ability to deal with threats in 
the Gulf region. 

“Our forces must be increased if they are to 
contain Soviet aggression and coatinue to 
assure our security in the future,” Carter said. 

“I cannot ignore tbe major increases in 
Soviet military spending that has taken place 
inexorably over the past 20 years. 

“I cannot ignore our commitment to our 
NATO allies for mutual real increases in our 
investment in national defense 

“I cannot ignore the imputations of terror- 
ism in Iran, or Soviet aggression in Afghanis- 
tan.” 

Carter's increase of the budget by 5.4 per 
cent was a policy switch. Last year, before the 
Iranian and Afghan crises, he insisted that a 
three per cent increase was enough. 

Defense Secretary Harold Brown, discus- 
sing the policy change, told reporters: “ What 
made up my mind in this case was the dear 
picture of increasing Soviet pressured 

The proposed expenditures over the next 
five years must be approved annually by 


Congress, which in recent months has vigor- 
ously pressed the administration to devote 
more to defense. 

In addition to the emphasis on developing 
rapid deployment forces to meet emergencies 
abroad, the 1981 budget provides for hefty 


increase? in a score of programs to improve 
U.S. conventional as well as strategic forces. 

Carter doubled spending on the MX 
mobile missile system, designed to keep U.S. 
weapons secure from a Soviet knockout 
blow, to $ 1.6 bUlkm. 


The administration’s postponement of the 
SALT II treaty has raised the possibility that 
the MX system — in which 200 missiles are 
switched around in thousands of dogonts to 
baffle an attacker . — may have to be 
expanded. 

Brown told reporters recently that the gov- 
ernment would be watching Soviet develop- 
ments in order to decide what to do about the 
MX. 

Carter ordered full-scale production of 
air-launched cruise missiles which would 
eventually be permitted under SALT II. The 
airforce will also begin modifying B-52 bom- 


bers to serve as Cruise missile launchers. 

Production of the XM-1 tank will move 
into high gear, giving a boost to the 
financially-troubled Chrysler Corporation. 

The administration planned to buy 569 
models of die XM-1 under the new budget. 
They would replace tbe M-60 series in the 
U.mted States and Europe. 

Increases in production were also planned 
for Ihe F-16 and F-18 fighter aircraft, tbe 
KG-10 advanced tanker cargo plane derived 
from DC- 10 wide-bodiedjets, and/new TR-1 
hip-flyingrecoiuiaissapce plane.'
